Five years ago Jess Cuevas opened up The Seventh Heart 
with his long-time BFF Mark Hoke. Much more than just 
a clothing store, The Seventh Heart brings together the 

fashionably creative queer community in San Francisco, selling 
independently designed and produced t-shirts, zines, art books 

and comfortable fashion staples — all in one space. 

OP talked to Jess about his personal fashion, gender 

expression and Madonna. 


Where did you grow up? What kind of environment? 

| grew up in San Jose. My dad came here from Nicaragua and 
my mom is from Daly City. We lived in a typical middle class 
track home. The surroundings in San Jose were pretty boring 
for me. It’s like really techy there. | am not. 


Techy, as in all the people live there work for tech 
companies? 
Yeah kinda. Silicon Valley and like internet start-ups. 


Were you into fashion as a child? Do you feel 

that it shaped ideas for what is important to you regarding 
fashion now as an adult? 

OH TOTALLY. | was so into aesthetics as a little one. Some 
kids want toys | wanted CLOTHES. My family was surprisingly 
good at letting me “express” myself the way | wanted. | think 
that has shaped me into someone who will experiment with 
different looks all the time. 


What kind of aesthetic was young Jess into? 
What is the earliest aesthetic or style you can 
remember feeling passionate towards? 
MADONNA. Eighties looks at the age of 6, mixed 
with Beastie Boys Licenced to Ill. 


| combined the two and | was really 
committed to it. | also loved to channel The 
Karate Kid. 


Madonna - some things never change! 

I know you still have a great love for her. 
Does she still inspire your current personal 
fashion? 

| mean | was a child of the 80s and a 
teenager in the 90s so Madonna was “IT” to 
me. The Sex Book, Truth or Dare...| was like 
15. | don’t find her to be very inspiring now 
style-wise. But the 90s... WOW. 

(Jess hands me a photo of him as a child, 
dressed in breakdancing gear). 


Amazing! How old are you in this photo? 

| think | am about 8 in that photo. My dad's 
Cadillac's steering wheel looks like a ponytail 
but it’s not. | think | had a mullet! 


Well Madonna must still inspire you — or 
the old her does — because 

you just designed a line of shirts with 

her face on them! 

Oh yes! Her images were all so iconic. | had 
to bring ‘em back. A lot of the pics we use 
on shirts are ones that | had taped on my 
wall as a teen. 


Tell me about the Seventh Heart. 

What is the concept behind the store? 
The Seventh Heart is a store based on 

the idea that style isn’t something that 
neccesarily has to be expensive. | really try 
to find style and integrity in all the lines we 
carry that are also not ridiculously priced. 
Our t-shirts are really good for that. 


You also did away with 

gendered sections. 

So the first thing that usually happens in 
most stores is people ask, “Is this mens 

or womens?” and | found that to be so 
interesting when we are just talking basics, 
t-shirts, jeans, hoodies, hats, etc. 

| couldn't understand why that would matter 
or hinder what someone wanted to wear, 

so | got rid of gendered “sections.” It’s a lot 
easier now and | see that people just buy 


what they like and what looks good without 
worrying about it. | feel like if you like it, what 
does it matter? 


How important is “gendered” 

clothing to you? 

| don’t understand the importance of it at all. 
| feel like fashion is moving in that direction 
too. | am really into the idea of anti-fit and 
unisex clothing. 


| guess I'm also asking “Do the clothes 
make the man” and do you feel that the 
world is changing in the sense that people 
are branching out in fashion and gender 
expression? 

| am fortunate to live in a city and have many 
friends who push the lines of masculinity in 
so many ways. | do feel like those lines are 
being blurred and | think it's beautiful. | think 
for a while fashion was such that everything 
was hyper masculine. Where looking 
“straight” or tough was the way to be 
masculine. | think now there is a noticeable 
rebellion against that. | am sure it's really 
different in small towns. San Francisco and 
New York are bubbles. 


What is your favorite fashion look, item, 
and clothing piece right now? 

Both personal as well as what you’ve seen 
on others? 

My favorite item now, especially as we go 
into fall, is the hooded poncho that comes 
to my knees. My current favorite accessory 
is long hair and moustaches. | have a friend 
who was wearing high-waisted wide leg 
pants with a really old vintage tee and | 
thought his look was perfection 


If you could style any celebrity who would 
it be? And what would you dress them in? 
| am not really sure about just one person, 
but as a general overview of celebrity style, 

| feel like it’s all so over done. It's like they 
put so many looks, labels, and stuff on that 

| don’t know where to look. | guess it’s really 
true that less is more. 


What inspires you more: fashion magazines 


or real life? 

Both. | love to see beautiful people, 
garments, and the way it all gets put 
together... but it’s all around me all the time. 
| can get inspired walking down the street 
to get coffee and hanging out with my 
friends just as much as picking up the latest 
magazine. | really love it all. 


Are there any trends or styles that 
absolutely repulse you these days? 
| can’t believe people still wear UGGs!! 


How do you feel about style in the trans 
male community? 

| think the trans community is different. 

It's hard when you are faced with Passing/ 
not passing. That can make a lot of clothing 
choices feel vulnerable. | know, | wore the 
same hoodie for like 2 years ‘cause | felt so 
insecure. | wore the same thing everyday 
like a uniform. | didn’t want to be noticed. 
But through it all | was missing my creative 
expression and realized that “hiding” was 
very stifling for me. 


Do you have any advice for trans guys 
who may relate in that way? To guys in the 
pre-passing stages or those who don’t care 
about passing? And to people who may 
feel self-conscious about taking a leap into 
changing up their look? 

| feel like just knowing you are not alone. 

You also don't need to feel invisible, so many 
dudes on hormones, who have surgery or 


not can feel the same way. | also feel like | 
make all my style choices based on comfort. 
Do | feel good? Am | comfortable in this? 
Not comfortable like “I am in my pajamas” 
but comfortable in the world. Then moving 
forward in your look feels good, builds 
confidence and voila you some how start 
dressing for you, not everyone else. 


Can you tell me a bit about how The 
Seventh Heart came about? Was it 
something you had dreamed of starting 
and talked about while growing up? 

Mark and | met when | was 15 and we have 
basically been siblings ever since. 

| always knew | was going to do something in 
fashion. When | was 22 | interned at Surface 
Magazine in the fashion department. It was 
fun! I was in love. | then started to do visuals 
at the clothing store | was working at which 
then lead me to start to do the buying for 
two stores. In 2004 Mark approached me 
with the idea of opening a store, which took 
me a year to agree to. | didn’t go to schoo! 
for this. | actually didn’t have much college 
but | knew | could make something happen 
in this city. So | agreed and we opened in 
2005. 


How has the store changed from 2005- 
2010? You're about to celebrate 5 years, 
which is incredible, especially in this 
shitty economy. And you guys are an 
independent boutique shop in a city filled 
with chains! 

Oh man, we have changed so much. The 
economy really hit us hard. It forced us to 
get really smart with buying, and get really 
creative with our own t-shirt line. We couldn’t 
have mistakes, which is a crazy amount of 
pressure. | think | have aged like 20 years. 


Once | heard you say that if an item isn't 
selling, you aren’t afraid to chop it up and 
make it into something else that may sell... 
Haha! It’s true, | can’t have anything just “sit” 
in the store. It has to move or else bills don’t 
get paid and | don’t get paid. It’s real so | am 
like, hmmm... those tees aren't doing well... 


CUT 'EM, then they do great! 


Chop it up and put Madonna on it! Words 
to live by. 
Title of my memoirs. 


And finally — If you had zero dollars but 
needed a new outfit for a special event, 
what would you do? 

Well... as one of my favorite designers 


and genius, Vivienne Westwood once stated, 
“Take a table cloth, wrap it around yourself 
like a huge scarf and go!”

I hate new clothes, they are uncomfortable 
and uniform. | prefer to have old men wear 
in my clothes for me, for sweet old ladies 
to care gingerly for my cars 20 years before 
I drive them. | have been buying clothes, 
and nearly everything else | own, second- 
hand since high school. | don’t know if it 

is my distaste for vapid consumerism, my 
wish to participate as little as possible in 
the oppression of others, or that | am just 

a cheap bastard, but | can easily count the 
brand-new items | have bought over the last 
ten years. Thrifting is the key to my fashion 
sense and personal style. Shopping off the 
rack is a bore; | love old things, items with 
history and sentimentality. | never seem 

to find that on a rack Urban Outfitters or 
American Apparel. 


You may be thinking to yourself, but thrift 
stores are full of junk! Fear not, it’s skill share 


time! The following tips will turn anyone 
into what | call “High Yield Thrifters”, the 
people you see around that work the life 
out of pieces spanning the last 90 years. 
Mixing styles and using the various patterns, 
textures and shapes of clothing from 
decades past to present a new picture of 
themselves to the world every day. These 
are the fashion fiends | respect. The time 
and effort put into their look doesn’t begin 
in their bedroom mirrors, it begins with them 
rustling through refuse. 


It's a recession, kids. Keep that money in 
your wallet and follow these eight tips to 
thrifty hits! 


1. Choose Your Company Well, 

or Go Alone. 

A day spent in a group of experienced 
hunters who take enjoyment in the pursuit 
of the best booty is light years away from 
the dredge of dragging an unwilling captive 
along for the journey. 


The biggest threats to the stability of the 
group and the success of your ventures are: 
1) people who hate/don't have the patience 
for thrifting and 2) people who are just as 


driven as you to find the best each village 

and town has to offer. The latter is by far 

the more threatening of the two, but never 
underestimate the slow drain of energy that 
occurs when an anti-thrifter is in your midst. 
The anti-thrifter will complain about the 

smells, make fun of everything and sulk in 

the furniture section. The bright side to the | 
anti-thrifter is that if you are able to ignore 

their rays of disdain and boredom, you can 

still find the jewels you have come after. 
However, if you put together a group of High | 
Yield Thrifters (HYT), it can get ugly. | 


2. Choose Your Intoxicant Wisely. 
CAFFEINE: What happens when you eat a | 
big meal and drink a ton of coffee? No one 
wants to sit on the toilet at Super Thrifty 

Town. Time your caffeine consumption so 

that this is not an issue. 


ALCOHOL: My friends and | refer to it as |

cans of Hamm's and Rainier. Day drunk, like 
night drunk, greatly reduces the keen sense 
of judgment needed in the delineation of the 
fine line between “Yes, you did” and “No, 
you didn’t”. Next thing you know, you're 
buying the wrong tweed coat with shoulder 
pads and jeans that are far too relaxed for 
their own good.

mood. Be sure to stop and eat, or even bring 
snacks with you. Stay hydrated, too, those 
dusty racks seem to zap the moisture right 
out of you. 


THE ANSWER: Stone-cold sobriety is an 
obvious option. The key though, is in 

the goldenrod of creativity and stamina, 

the hallowed Hippie Speedball. For the 
uninitiated, the Hippie Speedball is the | 
synergistic combination of pot and coffee. A | 
mainstay of artists and writers, it is the best 


of both worlds with none of the drawbacks, 
The hyper-focus and vision for unseen 
potential from the trees combines with the 
rush of energy of the beans to spur you on 
to greatness. No caffeine jitters, no sleepy 
disinterest in your surroundings. 


3. Shop at REAL Thrift Stores. 

There are thrift stores and there are “thrift” 
stores. The best way to tell one from the 
other is to look at the T-shirts- if the average 
Price is more than $10, you are not ina real 
thrift store. That doesn't mean turn around 
and leave, but it does mean you are paying 
someone else to thrift for you. There are 
times when this is exactly what you need. 
Perhaps you are looking for a really sweet 
vintage suit or a marching band uniform in 
perfect condition, these are the situations 
where having someone do the hard part is 

a smart choice. In most cases, just do the 
legwork and keep that money in your pocket. 


The best real thrift stores feature any number 
of these, or similar, key aspects: items 

sold by-the-pound, a color-coded pricing 
and discount system, specific days of the 
month when big sales occur or a policy 
whereby the price of items that don’t sell 
after a certain date are lowered until the 
item sells. Any area that has Goodwill retail 
stores has a Goodwill outlet store. These 
outlets are full of anything and everything 
you could possibly want, and more than 
likely a few things you wouldn't touch with 

a gloved hand, of which you will have two. 

| encourage everyone to visit their local 
Goodwill outlet, but don‘t be discouraged if 
you aren't ready to take the plunge. 


Baby steps, young thrift shopper, baby steps. 


4. Cast a Wide Net. 

Finding your favorite thrift haunt to be 
picked over? Search out better pastures 
by leaving town! You needn't spend much 
time or money planning, simply choose a 
suburb or nearby town to take by storm. 
You don’t even have to leave town, just 
choosing a neighborhood you rarely frequent 
can freshen up your selections. In every 
metropolitan area, the ‘burbs in any given 
direction will have a specific, dominating 
characteristic. Do you go for the hood or 


the hills? Choose your opponent. Will you 
be fighting teen hipsters for the last pair of 
hammer pants or elbowing with mothers 
trying to clothe their children? 


Hitting thrift stores when you're on the road 
is the best way to get new duds that double 
as souvenirs. Many of my most cherished 
belongings have come from travel thrifting. 
\'m not likely to run into anyone with the 
same rad homemade roper shirt | found last 
year in Sheridan, Wyoming and every time | 
wear it, it makes me think of that incredible 
solo trek across this country--a boy, a dog 
and a Volvo full of Vintage. | am equally 
thrilled when | can wear an outfit that is 
composed of pieces | have found in stores 
from Amsterdam to Alameda and Toronto to 
Tacoma. A walking postcard from everywhere 
all at once, that totally beats any shot glass 
or bumper sticker. 


5. Scan and Hoard. | 
The scan. Your eyes should be darting | 
around constantly as you peruse a section 

or rack. Don't spend time looking at each 
individual shirt and pair of pants, pan around 
the entire store every once in a while. This is 
the savannah and you are the lion. Youmay 
be looking in the grasses now, but never take | 
your eyes off the brush in the distance, your | 
prize could be anywhere, 


The hoard. As you find items you like, throw | 
them in your cart right away, regardless of 
whether or not you plan to buy them. HYT’s 

are always lurking, and they are known 
scavengers. When | thrift, | keep every 

single item that even remotely appeals to 

me in my cart until it is time to check out. 

This is imperative if you want to sell clothes 

to second-layer vintage stores or just plain 
make out like a bandit. 


6, Don't be a Dope. 

Just because you are thrifting doesn’t mean 
you have to buy crap. A $3 pair of jeans isn’t 
a steal if they are in horrible shape. Look 
every item over with a fine-toothed comb. 
Stains, holes, and missing buttons are the 
most obvious, but also be on the lookout for 
broken zippers and torn linings. If you have 
honest plans to repair the offending item, 


by all means, buy it. However, every HYT 


has shelves of pieces they mean to fix, don't 
make that mistake. While you're at it, check 
pockets, carefully. | have found money and 
even pot, but goddess knows there could be 
undesirable little treats hiding in there just 
the same. 


7. Loot and Plunder...and a word on 
Poaching. 

There are lots of little spots where your next 
big find can be hiding from you in plain 
sight. It's time to scavenge! 


Check dressing rooms and the nearby racks. 
Look between racks and shelves for items 
that have fallen from hangers. Experienced 
HYT's often hide items for future visits, 
check for these stash spots in places like 
the furniture section and the winter coats. 
Poaching refers to taking an item from the 
very section where someone else is searching 
or just ahead of their path. Not cool within 
your party, and just barely excusable 
otherwise, poaching should only be done in 
the most dire of circumstances. 


8. Think Outside of the Trendy Box a.k.a. 
Ironic T-shirts Are SO Early-Aughts! 
Developing personal style is the key to 
consistently finding luck at the thrift store. 
Think of the most stylish people you know, 
they surely have a distinct way of presenting 
themselves no matter what they grab from 
the closet on a particular day, perhaps 
certain items they are known for wearing. 
Shop ahead of trends, don't be predictable. 
Be adventurous, be creative and push your 
personal style to new limits...on the cheap! 


Go forth and conquer, young thriftshopper.

Do you have a collection of binders that 
you've drawn on or is this the only one? 
The concept of putting art on my binders 
came when | realized that | had gone through 
so many surgeries already that | didn’t think 
that top surgery was going to be an option 
for me anymore. | was also at a point where 
| had stopped taking testosterone and was 
questioning my health and not only my 
mental gender identity, but the physical one 
that | desired to reflect. | knew that maybe | 
would never have the physical attributes of a 
bio-male chest. But, | told myself that | had 
to find something, something beyond the 
mundaneness of my binder that could make 
it almost as personal as my flesh. | created 

a series of personalized binders that I've 
entitled “second skin” and | have a few up 
on my website at www.phantom.echoz.com. 


Tell me the story behind the binder you 
have on right now. 

Well, the cat on the binder represents the 
myth of the black cat. It also ties in to issues 
of race and semantics surrounding the word 
black and it’s many pejorative meanings 

in the English language. | also love cats 

and drew a crown on its head as my way of 
taking the black cat out of its predetermined 
bracket of bringing ill fortune and saying, 
“Hey, all cats are cats and it makes anyone 
lucky to have one around!” 


As an artist, how important is self- 
expression through clothing? 

To me, clothing really is a second skin. 

As animals we use things like fragrances to 
make our scent more distinguishable from 
others and do our hair in a million different 
ways with a million different tools. Clothing 
is kind of the same for me. As a budding 
artist | think that the body is the first canvas 
and clothes are the paint on that canvas that 
show people how you are affected by life.

| like the concept of feeling “at home” in | 
our clothes, our garments, and our fashions.

| know a guy who is one of those people who 
wears the same thing every, single day. Every, 
single day. | wonder if in reality, he secretly 
has a couple of each of the same things he 
wears, inconspicuously rotating them like 

a black clad ninja locked in a tumble drier. 
Maybe he just gets naked once a week in 

the local launderette while he washes his 
only outfit. It must be a very comforting 

thing to do - to wear the same thing over 
and over (as opposed to standing naked 

in the launderette). Comforting like the 
sturdy, reliable taste of Builder's tea, or the 
crunchiness of clean bed linen stiffly dried in 
the sun. 


Another friend | know never wears the 

same thing twice. Ever. She hunts through 
thrift shops like a little bespectacled 

mole, touching and smelling and stroking, 
composing textures and colours and lines in 
which to house her etch-a-sketch personality. 


| myself flit between both these worlds. | 
have worn my favourite shirt at least once a 
week for eleven years — it has been stitched 
back together so many times it is almost a 
new shirt entirely. | like how softly it sits on 
my skin, how well it knows my shoulders. 
Other days, most days actually, I'm simply 
running late getting out the door, and a few 
clashing layers and a neckerchief suffice. It’s a 
standard repertoire. But | often forget it’s not 


| 


up to everyone else's standards, and that our 
clothes talk volumes about who we are, even 
when we're entirely shut up in our own little 
worlds and are in no mood to communicate 
anything to anyone, in any way whatsoever. 


Like the time | went to check out Dizzee 
Rascal at the Concorde (a wicked renovated 
warehouse space on Brighton’s pebbly 
beach). I'd unexpectedly been given the 
night off work and swung a free ticket, and 
was killing time waiting for my friend to finish 
his shift. 

| was wearing not-so-skinny-anymore black 
jeans, very well-loved; an orange, red, yellow 
and black cotton cowboy-esque shirt I've 
also had for years; a deliberately clashing, 
oversized red hoodie that's got a somewhat 
remarkable lemon background which 
contrasts with an overprint of differently 
sized floating manga bubbles, the hood is 
lined in lemon too, the cord you use to pull 
it tighter has those little clear plastic bits that 
are wrapped around the ends of shoelaces, 
red on one end and black on the other; my 
trainers were a well-loved pair of limited 
edition Rubik’s Cube Converse (c. 2008 & 
seen better days); accessories included my 
rain dimpled, black, pork pie hat; heavy 
black frames with flush matt metal studs that 
match on both the front of the hinges and 

on the arms; my truly beloved hand-made, 
glazed, Pac-Man ring from a terrific little lane 
in Singapore that sells all kinds of stuff made 
by local fashion students; and cheap leather 
wristbands wrapped around twice and

l remember that clearly, because of the ‘what 
next’. The gig wasn't my scene, surprisingly 

1 didn't recognize anyone there, and then | 
realized it was a Bank Holiday week-end, and 
this wasn’t the usual local crowd at all, it was 
all touristy out-of-towners and not the geeky 
Fetro chic Brighton cliques one comes to take | 
for granted. A group of guys with lingering 
eyes were sizing me up for sport. So | left. 


On purpose, | headed off walking under the 
streetlights on the opposite side of the road. 


me, then pulled up and drove alongside 
me, the accelerator physically breathing 
aggression in and out. It was overloaded 
with young lads, no doubt in town to gawk 
at Brighton's famous ‘gay’ scene and to stir 
up a bit of trouble. They started turning it on 
—all the usual bullshit — “You from Brighton, 
then?” “What's that you got on, then?” “Is 
that what people wear in Brighton, then?” 
Everything was “then, then, then”. Their 
language was doing my head in, quite 
literally. It turned nasty. They got out, circled 
me, pushed me between the lot of them, it 
was like being on the telly. | wasn't actually 
scared — but | was frightfully bored and 
unimpressed by their homophobia, “You gay, 
then?” Yawn. | felt like taking my clothes off 
and giving them something to really wrap 
their little heads around. Being gay really is 
the least intriguing phenomenon | have on 


offer. 


Next thing | know, a guy who'd caught the 
backend of the scene from across the road 
was shaking me and slapping me across the 
face to bring me back into consciousness. A 
cracked rib and a couple of black eyes later, 

| was home and taking off my hoodie, my 
cowboy shirt, my Pac-Man ring. | would wear 
the bruises to bed. 


Everyone has their own relationship with 
their favourite clothes. They all have stories 
to tell, and memories to hold onto and 
secrets; they live on top of us and touch us 
and tell us who we are, where we've been, 
where we belong. But they can only tell the 
world what the world wants to hear, inviting 
speculation from utter strangers, somehow 
giving these strangers the freedom to redress 
our coat hanger in life, somehow certain 
they know where we have hung ourselves 
out to dry, and why. Our favourite clothes 
simultaneously make us who we are and who 
we are not. 


And now? Now | have to face another 

day by getting up out of bed and getting 
dressed all over again. Bugger it. Maybe I'll 
go to the warm launderette instead, and get 
my kit off. £3.20 a load, innit? Seems a small 
price to pay for refreshed sanity, a sense of 
self, my identity, a notion of shared humanity 
and a reality that’s mine, smugly self-defined, 
and snuggly.

THE FASHION DESIGNER 
INTERVIEW BY ROCCO KAYIATOS 
PHOTOS BY AMOS MAC 


What was your initial interest in fashion and clothing design? 
My initial interest came from vintage clothes shopping and trying 
to find clothes that fit me. So | started by altering my vintage 
finds. Then | got a job at Mr. S Leather making latex clothes and 
such. | taught myself how to use the industrial machines and 
Started sewing bondage suits and deprivation hoods. Which led 
me to taking classes in design, pattern making and sewing in 
San Francisco. | wanted to design Menswear and the only design 
program in the country was in New York. So after having a small 
line of clothes and accessories and doing a lot of custom work in 
S.F., | moved to New York to study Menswear at Fashion Institute 
of Technology. 


| think | remember hearing that you made 
leather pants for Joan Jett. Is that true? 
Yes. | did. 


How did that happen? 

Well, she was dating a friend of mine and we 
became friends during that time. She liked 
my work and asked me to make a custom 
pair for her. 


Have you outfitted many other celebrities? 
Ha! Everyone wants to hear celebrity gossip. 
| made a pair of leather pants for Margaret 
Cho and Jane Wiedlen as customers for Mr. 
S. | used to sell my line at Villians Vault and 
the manager told me that David LaChapelle 
bought a hat of mine 


I've dressed a lot of famous models when | 
worked with Thom Browne and Loden Dager. 
Does that count as celebrity gossip? 


You dressed them? 
For runway shows. They are sooo tall. 
1 would style them and dress them. 


What does that involve? 

Getting them to take their clothes off and 
dressing them like you would a 5-year-old, 
then send them to hair and make up. 


How tall are most male models? 
They are like 6'6" on average. 


Wow. That is a foot and two inches bigger 
than | am. There goes that dream. 

Ha. Us shorties have a place in fashion, just 
not on the runway. 


You are proving that right now. So after 
teaching yourself to use the industrial 
sewing machine and getting all kinds 

real world experience what was it like to 
move to NY to go to school? Did you keep 
making your own stuff or take a break? 

In school | tried focused on design to 

hone my skills. We had lots of sewing and 
pattern making so | definitely had a huge 
advantage. | really studied menswear from a 
historical perspective as well as what all the 
top Parisian, Italian, British and American 
Designers are doing currently. | immersed 
myself in New York High End Fashion. 


| interned with Thom Browne, who is my 
favorite New York designer, he is know for his 
Pee-Wee Herman type tight suits with short 


pants, cuffed above the ankle. His runway 
shows are extremely theatrical, which | love. 
His suits were all hand made here in New 
York and I got to experience that type of fine 
hand tailoring, but also to run around the 
garment district and learn where to source 
things and actually get things made here in 
New York. And to do major runway shows. 


| interned for another menswear label 
called Loden Dager, young designers who 
were in the position | knew | would be in 

in a few years. Which was another amazing 
experience to work with and learn what it is 
like to be a young designer getting started 
on your own in New York. 


You are about to launch your new line, SIR, 
with Frederico Viseu, can you tell us how 
you guys came together for this project? 
We met at FIT. He is also a very gender 
non-conforming person born male but 
definitely a “lady”. Freddy also started a line 
previous to FIT called SEXES and played with 
androgyny with that line. We started working 
on a couple of group assignment projects 
together and hatched the idea of SIR by 

the end of our first semester. We initially 
intended to use our Senior Collections to 
launch the line. 


We kind of took some time off a little bit 
after school just because we sort of needed 
a mental and physical break. It was really an 
exhausting program. 


So we took a little time and came back 
together to put this first collection together. 


How did you pick the name SIR? 

We thought about something that sounded 
gentlemanly, but we wanted to make our 
own definition of it, because we are making 
clothing for all genders in the tradition of 
menswear. 


Can you tell me more about your 
collaboration? Who does what? And do 
you both share a vision? 

We work extremely closely together on every 
decision. We have many of the same visions 
but then definitely have our own unique 
point of views on it. We have to believe in 
and trust each other and ourselves. There are 
times that we see things exactly the same 


and times when we want to go in slightly 

a different direction we know when the 
other person is right sometimes. And we 
know when we have to compromise. It can 
be difficult at times with two really strong 
designers, but it can only work that way for 
me. | mean that | believe in my partner's 
work and they are very strong willed, 
because | am too. 


It is more of a real partnership then, if 
you both have a strong vision. | think 
that comes across in your line. It is clear 
that there is a strong point of view and 
that you two work well together in the 
execution of it all. 


| had a chance to see a few of the pieces 
for the line and | love how tactile it all is. 
can you tell me about your relationship 
to different fabrics? Why do you choose 
what you choose and how do you make 
patterns? 

| am happy to hear you say that because 
you got it. For this collection it is all about 
texture. We wanted to create new prints 
and patterns using texture. In this season 
we use mesh. We use it layered over 
wovens and knits, like in the details of a 
button down shirt or layered over jersey 

on the tank tops. And in some places just 
mesh not layered over anything. Fabrics 


are already so tactile. How something feels 
on the skin is called the hand, and this is 
extremely important when selecting fabrics. 
We hunted for fabrics and collected swatches 
in the color story we chose, which was very 
simple, we new that if we were introducing 
mesh in a new way we didn’t want to hit you 
in the face with color. Menswear is really 
tricky and we wanted to make this line very 
relatable. 


Can you tell me a bit about the history 

of mesh? When and how did it become 
something that people were wearing? 
Mesh was originally produced for fisherman's 
netting. It only became a part of clothing 

in athletic wear. We drew inspiration from 
fencing, bee keeping and basketball for Sir 
New York's Spring Summer ‘11 collection. 


Well, you managed to do something new 
and different, and you clearly took risks 
but your use of minimal color made it 
incredibly wearable. 

Exactly! That was our aim. 


Perfectly executed. The tank top that I 
tried on hung better on my body than 
anything | have ever worn. 

Yesss. Fit was also something we worked 


hard at. 


How do you do that? Get something to 
hang right? Especially on someone like 
me, short and stocky. 

That is an art really. We do multiple fittings 
to make sure we get everything right. Our 
sample sizes are smaller than most lines. We 
know who our customers are and wanted 

to fit smaller guys and women because all 
genders wear men’s clothes but nobody 
caters to the smaller folks. We also didn’t 
want anything to have a “skinny” fit. You 
might have notice everything fits just the way 
you would want a slim fit with ease to fit. 


You have had such a cool career and it is 
just beginning in some ways. Could you be 
the only trans guy that is a designer? 

The only one in the Universe on a major 
scale. | am sure there are lots of people 
making stuff and people who are aspiring 
designers but at this scale, yes. 


What is your favorite part of design and 
clothing making? 

| love clothes, not gonna lie. | think because 
as a kid | never got to wear what | wanted to 
wear, | developed a deep love for clothing 
Maybe an obsession, really. 


What is your favorite piece of clothing that 
you own? 
Oh man! 


Don't over think it 
It changes a lot. But | can say | am obsessive 
about shoes and outerwear. 


Any particular item, a coat or a pair of 
shoes? Specifically? 
You are forcing me to choose! 


Yes. Which could you not live without? 
They are gonna get jealous. 


If you were in a fire and you had to save 
one piece, what would you go for? 

Are you kidding? 

| would grab armloads and go back for more! 


What accessory can you not live without? 
I don’t accessorize much. | keep it simple but 
| have a huge collection of ties and bow ties. 


What is your number one rule in men’s 
fashion? 

See | couldn't pick just one. Find something 
that works on your frame. 


It’s all about fit? 

tam a stickler about fit. | hate to see people 
in over-sized suits, unless it is intentionally 
huge. 


As a guy who is not as tall as a runway 
model, what are some tips to appear 
taller? 


Stand up straight keep your head up walk 
proud and confident. Look people in the eye 
when you talk to them.

| know this is the fashion issue, but please

Style is timeless where 
fashion changes with the seasons. | am a 
WASP, a Trad, a Prep. | come from a long line 
of WASPs and there are a few things a right 
prepster is nary without: booze, expensive 
leisure sports and style.
